Iowa Captures Both GRAND CHAMPIONSHIPS 


31 International Live Stock Expo- 
PE = come and gone, and with it new 
breed history has been recorded, spelling 
disappointment to some and joy to others. 
Already exhibitors are busying themselves 
with the task of selecting prospective can- 
didates for the 1932 show. The big purple 
ribbons create an enthusiasm and inject in- 
to herdsmen and owners alike a determina- 
tion to capture them if such a thing is hu- 
manly possible. Andy so goes the show 
business—the one branch of the enterprise 
that appeals to the general public and cre- 
ates a desire to have and to hold far beyond 
the influence of any other feature connect- 
ed with the breeding business. Here it is 
that new men gain a lasting impression and 
judges are in positfon to emphasize type 
and breed character in no uncertain terms. 

Judge H. H. Kildee, of Iowa State Col- 
lege, Ames, declared this to have been one 
of the strongest shows of the season. This 
declaration was made after Judge Kildee 
had spent the greater portion of three days 
directing the hanging of the ribbons in the 
single and the group classes in the breeding 
section. “My championship contenders were 
most excellent” said the judge who not only 
pleased himself in his judgments, but found 
almost unanimous support at the ringside 
and among owners themselves. ~ 

Five of the seven aged bulls had met 
previously on several occasions this season, 
always has Elliot Brown’s Revolution 37th 
by Blackcap Revolution stood at the head 
of the class as he did here. On many oc- 
casions it was his to carry away the senior 
and grand championship tickets. Next him 
stood Revolution 81st another son of Black- 
cap Revolution whose favorite role this sea- 
son has been third place. This day he was 
looking fine and bid in quite positive terms 
for the blue. 

Ten two year olds made an impressive 
spectacle. The class being headed by Revo- 
lution 100th by Blackeap Revolution, win-

Six junior yearling bulls made an excel- 
lent showing. The class was headed by the 
deep bodied, thick youngster Envious Mar- 
shall 3d by Excelsior Marshall 3d, a bull 
that has been a consistent first prize win- 
ner this season. His runnerup was Esquire 
of Woodcote by Elcho of Harviestoun and 
the third place was held by Ames Plantation 
Black Marvel by Erwin Marshall 2d. 

Ten youngsters in the summer yearling 
class made a most attractive showing. There 
was oceans of type and quality throughout 
the line which was headed by Bar Quality 
by Quality Marshall 3d. His red hot con- 
tender was found in Revemere of Wheat- 
land by Revolution 4ist. It has been up and 
down all season with this pair. Next stood 
a new comer in Revolution of Page 23d by 
Earl Eric Glencarnock. 

The senior bull calf class of thirteen con- 
tained many very promising youngsters for 
next year. Eroica of St. Albans by Emu- 
lous has headed the class before and did it 
gracefully here. He was followed by Black- 
cap Mahaska by Marshall of Mahaska and 
+ ig went to Revelerica 9th by Revolution 

A dozen junior calves paraded. Clumsy 
little rascals, many of them hiding their 
real worth in their awkward handling. Oth- 
ers showing like little gentlemen. One of 
the best balanced and richest qualitied 
youngsters seen out in years headed this 
class. It was Bandolier of Anoka by Black- 
bird Bandolier of Page, a combination of 
Blackcap Bandolier 2d and Blackcap Revo- 
lution bloodlines, shown by Edwards Broth- 
ers of Canada, and good enough to carry 
away the junior championship ticket. He 
had for a running mate the very smooth, 
well made Barbarian of Rosemere 58th by 
Prizemere 32d. Evaxus 17th of Page by 
Evaxus of Ballindalloch from a McHenry- 
Earl Marshall dam came third. This was a 
very smooth, good qualitied calf that at- 
tracted a lot of attention. 

Revolution 100th gained the senior cham- 
pionship in strong competition while Ban- 
dolier of Anoka had to defeat some out- 
standing youngsters in order to gain the 
junior ticket. In the finals Judge Kildee 
found in favor of the two year old bull Rev- 
olution 100th for the grand champion hon- 
ors. 

There was neither lack of quality nor type 
in the female display. To the contrary this 


year’s International offered an opportunity 
to witness one of the strongest aggrega- 
tions of she stuff ever assembled on the 
grounds at Chicago. The six cows that par- 
aded before Judge Kildee carried plenty of 
scale, quality and an abundance of breed 
character. The class was headed by Black- 
cap M. K. by Blackcap Belford, shown by 
Miller & Kemp. She was close to the 
ground, wide, deep, smooth and well cover- 
ed, a member of the undefeated pair of fe- 
males this Season, many times champion 
and winner here of the senior and grand 
champion honors. In order to do this she 
had to defeat Brown’s massive, smooth, deep 
fleshed cow Blackcap Lassie B. 2d by Excel- 
sior Marshall, a cow that had been many 
times grand champion this season. 

The man who says the ten two year old 
heifers were not up to International par as 
a class surely did not see them as did the 
judge and the ringside. MHollinger’s many 
times champion Edwina of Wheatland by 
Irenmere 6th is one of the very smoothest 
animals ever brought to Chicago. She has 
been a consistent blue ribbon winner since 
calfhood. It was not so easy for the judge 
to hold Erica Marie 9th by Earl Eric Mar- 
shall, shown by Miller & Kemp, in second 
place. She is the other member of the un- 
defeated pair of females for this season. 
Right at her heels was Pinehurst Blackcap 
by Blackcap Bandolier 2d shown by Sch- 
muecker & Sons. On down the line were 
champions at other shows. 

Quality stuck out all along the line when 
the lucky ’leven senior yearlings found po- 
sitions along the rail. Briarcliff Blackcap 
16th by Envidon of Glencarnock, a cham- 
pion at other shows, well balanced, short of 
leg, deep, thick and most attractive from 
the ringside went to the top and made a 
strong fight for the senior championship 
when the opportunity afforded. In spite of 
all these outstanding characteristics she 
was crowded uncomfortably by Luella June 
by Blackcap Mac 3d shown by Elliott 
Brown. The ringside could find no fault 
with the Schmuecker heifer, Blackbird of 
Pinehurst 8th by Blackcap Bandolier 2d that 
finally stood third. Every heifer in this 
line was worthy of warm commendation. 
There was at least one state fair champion 
ane down the line in this scramble for a 

ue. 

The female division proved to be any- 
body’s show. No one had a monopoly on 
the blues. He who drew a single specimen

John Hitch Holds Successful Sale. 
Mr. John Hitch of Maryville, Mo., Route 
5, reports that he made one of the most suc- 


cessful sales of. Aberdeen-Angus cattle, 
Nov. 19th, that he has ever held during 
his twenty-five years of breeding. In the 
sale, he offered thirty-two head of pure 
bred calves from his last spring’s crop. 
They ranged in age from twelve months for 
one or two head down to less than six 
months old, all just baby Aberdeen-Angus 
in farm condition. This was the twenty- 
third sale held in his barn lot. Col. Lloyd 
Prater was the auctioneer, assisted by A. D. 
Bradshaw of Smithshire, Ill. Eleven heifer 
calves averaged ninety-five dollars, and 
twenty-one bull calves averaged seventy 
dollars. The highest priced heifer went to 
an Alabama breeder at $117.50, while the 
highest priced bull calf went to a Georgia 
breeder at $130.00. Mr. Hitch says that 
considering the financial condition of the 
country, he had the most successful sale he 
has ever held. 

The sale was attended by more than a 
hundred cattlemen from Kentucky, North 
Carolina, Alabama, Georgia, and many 
counties of Eastern Tennessee. Mr. S. S. 
Cooper, a veteran breeder of North Carolina 
made the main address of the occasion, in 
which he told of his successful experiences 
with Aberdeen-Angus cattle in the Great 
Smoky Mountain region. Mr. Cooper re- 
cently wrote an article for the Aberdeen- 
Angus Journal which attracted attention 
among breeders of this continent and for- 
eign countries. He had with him a letter 
from the Secretary of the Aberdeen-Angus 
Society of Aberdeen, Scotland. Mr. T. A. 
Caldwell, a well known cattle feeder of 
Blount County, and a breeder of A berdeen- 
Angus in a short address expressed favor- 
able opinion of the quality of the offering, 
and his faith in Aberdeen-Angus cattle.

If one could safely judge by the crowds 
at the rail and on the high up seats it was 
plainly evident that the sleek coated Blacks 
were making a hit with the ringside for 
they held an even larger and more interest- 
ed audience than did any other breed of 
cattle or even the beautiful and usually 
more attractive horses on display. And, let 
us say that the draft horse show was one 
of the best in years, judging from the ring- 
side is not so easy in this division.

Evidently outstanding bulls 
are produced by fewer sires than is the case 
in the female sections.
